Where in the still quiet¬ 
ness of the evening, the stranger 
may stand enthralled by the 
glory of the northern lights, as 
they form their fantastic, shapes 
in the heavens. 

I sha.ll never forget my 
sojourn at Ribstone in the 
fall of last year. In that serene 
little spo/t on the prairie, the 
fanners world gather with the 
harvesters when the day's toil 
was over, a few fidles would tune 
up, and an evenig of song and 
dances would be enjoyed by all. 
A spirit of brotherhood and com¬ 
radeship existed, and when the 
harvest was garnered, and the 
Old Country Harvesters depart¬ 
ed, the happy scenes at the sta¬ 
tion will ever be a happy memory 
to the emigrants.
